time could have been consumed in examining 
even the most interesting things to any one 
individual, but it is a notable fact that the 
average time spent here was not more than 
four days. Whether so fatigued that they 
could not remain longer or because funds were 
limited, we cannot say, but the fact remains 
that most visits were short. 

With two exceptions, the amusement enter- 
prises fared badly, those on the Pike suf- 
fering most. The ‘‘ballyhoo’’ attractions on 
the outside always had crowds, but with the 
best ‘‘speelers’’ on earth here it seemed im- 
possible to get the desired number of people 
inside the shows. It was conelusively demon- 
strated on this adjunct of the Exposition that 
the visitors were not from the money spend- 
ing public. 

Every place where money was to be spent, 
however, the visiting typewriter people did 
their full share, and they can in no way be 
included among the ‘‘pikers.’’ 

To the typewriter exhibitors the Fair 
proved of great advantage in attracting at- 
tention to their various machines. Having 
used excellent judgment in the selection of 
demonstrators and salespeople they all report 
satisfactory results, and those connected with 
the booths were sorry to see the Fair close. 

Aside from the good work done for their 
machines the season has been a pleasant one 
socially for all connected here, and many 
warm attachments have resulted from the 
summer’s acquaintance. Competition has been 
earnest, yet friendly, and everybody in the 
section has received his share of the pros- 
pects. 

A good indication of what will occur at 
the close of the Exposition is contained in 
the following notice, which appeared a few 
days ago: ‘‘The Hotel de Plaster, at the 
Worid’s Fair, wishes to announce that on 
and after November 30 it will be remodeled 
and eonverted into kindling wood ; those wish- 
ing to order will please send name and ad- 
dress and amount desired at once.’’ 

At last we have reached the limit. The 
Publicity Department of the Fair have cov- 
ered themselves all over with glory by re- 
porting a train robbery right in the center 
of the grounds. In large display type the 
newspapers print a glowing account of a 
hold-up on the miniature railroad, money and 
other valuables being taken from the passen- 
gers at the point of a revolver. Report has 
it that the bandits approached the train as 
it was leaving the Boer War on Skinker road 


for the last trip, about 8 o’clock at night. 
This event would likely have been pulled off 
earlier in the season, but for the fact that it 
would keep timid people away from the Ex- 
position it was allowed to go over to the close 
of the big show. 

The superintendent of the railroad system 
reimbursed those who suffered losses, even 
without investigation, and to recover has been 
charging ten cents extra to ride on that par- 
ticular train. 

The press agent deserves even more credit 
for this than for some of the sights offered 
us on the Pike, where numerous election bets 
were paid off in novel style. 


REFLECTIONS. 


In all fairness to the Fair management they 
built a great fair, but with reduced railroad 
fare and the welfare of the Fair much at 
heart by the fair press of this fair land, the 
attendance has been only fair. 

The fair sex was most in evidence during 
the last days, for the exhibitors were offering 
their wares for sale at any old price, rather 
than take them away, and the dear ladies 
reveled in one prolonged bargain day. 

We had Over and Under the Boer War 
and the Baby Incubators, where they raise the 
coming generation on hot air, and even the 
attractiveness of the typewriter booths was 
as naught compared with the bargain coun- 
ter. If World’s Fairs would offer such pleas- 
vres from beginning to end, we could make 
them a permanent institution, for the patron- 
age of ladies who enjoy shopping would keep 
up gate receipts. 

No one ean stick to figures more intoler- 
antly and helplessly than a man arguing with 
a woman, and if she saw what she wanted 
and hadn’t the price asked she got it just the 
same. However, the bargain hunter was no 
more anxious to get the stuff than the owner 
was to unload, and everything was sold, even 
Gen. Cronje’s stiff hat.
